If I were to Panegyrick on his Perſonal 
Conduct, I ſhould tell the World, what 
Hazards he has run, what Diſtreſſes he has 
been reduc'd to, what Expence he has been 
at, and what tempting and advantagious 
Offers he has rejected for this Confederacy.

put him in a Poſture to return the French 
Compliment at the Gates of Thoulon. 

And now he ftands upon his own Feet, 
and is, as we may ſay, ſetting up for him- 
ſelfz what he gets is his own, and if he 
can recover Savoy from the French, it will 
not be long before Dauphine may help to 
pay him the Damages; nor are the French 
alittle concern'd at this enterprizing Prince 
puſhing at them, at a Time when they are 
hard enough befted on every fide, and 
therefore you will find them draw Forces 
from the Upper Rhine to reinforce Monſieur 
Villars, and put him ina Condition to make
